Soviet Union Announces 
It Has Formed ‘Inter- 
planetary Communi- 


cations’ Board. 


MOSCOW, July 30 (UP)—The 
Soviet Union has formed a “‘com- 
mission for interplanetary com- 


launch an earth satellite similar 
to that of the United States, au- 
thorized sources said today. 
The sources said the - Soviet 
satellite would be called “the 
automatic cosmic laboratory” 
and that it would pierce the at- 
mosphere and circle the earth 
like the moon, permitting scien- 
tists below to study phenomena 
previously out of reach, 


believed Russia would accept 
the American offer to co-operate 
in space science as set forth in 
a White House announcement. 
However, the announcement 
was received here too late for 
comment im today’s official 
press. 
German Comment. 

(German rocket engineers in 
Goettingen, Germany, said Rus- 
sia might have started on a 
satellite project first and pre- 
dicted itt might get the first 
earth satellite into space. A top 
Government scientist in Wash- 
ington expressed a similar view. 

(Official Soviet publications 
reviewed over Moscow radio 
have carried frequent reports 
of space propulsion . research 
and one recent commentary out- 
lined in detail plans for a two- 
stage rocket with a television- 
equipped satellite. 

(London’s Communist Daily 
Worker reported today that “a 
year ago work began in the 
Soviet Union on construction of 
the world’s first cosmic ship.” 

(“This man-made satellite will 
circle the earth and perform 
the function of a space labor- 
atory from which observations 
and photographs of phenomena 
on the surrounding earth can 
be made,” it said. 

‘All Aboard for Moon.’ 

(The report by the Daily 
Worker’s scientific correspon- 
dent -accompanied an unusually 
friendly account of the American 
announcement under the head- 
line: “Adl aboard for the moon— 
this morning we're one step 
nearer the conquest of space.’’) 

Certain Soviet experts’ said a 
“commission for interplanetary 
communication” was created at 
the beginning of 1955. 

Moscow announced in April 
its intention of studying “inac- 
cessible phenomena under earth- 
like -eonditions,” a possible ref- 
erence to a satellite. .

It is headed by L. I. Sedov, mem- 
ber of the Academy of Scientists, 
and includes physicist Pierre 
Kapitza and Victor Ambartzoum- 
ian, a cosmic ray specialist.

WASHINGTON, July 30 (AP) 
—The United States today de- 
manded that Bulgaria pay 
“prompt and adequate” compen- 
sation for the loss of 12 Ameri- 
cans in the shooting down of an 
Israeli airliner by Bulgarian 
troops last Wednesday. 

Bulgaria aiso was asked to 
take all necessary steps to pre- 
vent a recurrence, and punish 
all persons responsible for the 
incident in which 58 persons 
died. 

State Department press officer 
Henry Suydam said a note was 
sent to the United States em- 
bassy at Berne, Switzerland, to 
that effect. 

The Swiss represent United 
States interests in Bulgaria since 
the United States does not rec- 
ognize the Communist regime 
there. 

Suydam said the communica- 
tion “emphatically protests the 
brutal shooting down of this 
plane.” He declined to make 


available the text immediately 
but supplied the substance of 
the demands. 
Suydam said the United States 
Government protested the inci- 
dent as “a grave violation of the 
principles of international law.” 
He said the note calls on Bul- 
garia to iniorm the United States 
what steps it has taken to in- 
sure against a recurrence and to 
punish those responsible. 


British Protest to Bulgaria 
For Downing Plane. 


LONDON, July 30 (AP)— 
Britain announced today it was 
sending a stiff note of protest to 
Bulgaria for shooting down an 
Israeli airliner last Wednesday.

Whole Kit of Problems. 

A whole kit of new problems 
is coming to confront the satel- 
lite experts.

Proposed Satellite Matches Plan 
of Maryland U. Physicist. 

BALTIMORE, July 30 (AP)— 
The type of earth satellite Pres- 
ident Eisenhower said the United 
States plans to launch for scien- 
tific purposes matches in detail 
proposals of a University of 
Maryland physicist. 

S. Fred Singer for the last sev- 
eral years has contended a small 
floating laboratory could be put 
in motion over the earth for 
“two-thirds of the cost of one 
big Air Force bomber.” 

Singer had estimated his 
“Minimum Orbital Unmanned 
Satellite of the Earth (MOUSE)” 
could be launched for from 
$1,000,000 to $10,000,000, includ- 
ing the cost of launching sites. 

He has presented papers on 
the satellite to meetings of the 
American Rocket Society. 

Singer’s MOUSE would be a 
three-stage affair, using one of 
the captured V-2 German rock- 
ets with modifications for the 
initial blast. 

The V-2 would hoist the 
MOUSE and the other two rock- 
ets to an altiture of 50 miles be-. 
fore expiring. The second rocket 
would increase the speed of the 
remaining— assembly to 12,600 
miles per hour and level off at 
an altitude of about 200 miles. 
The blast of the third rocket 
would simply accelerate the 
speed of the MOUSE to about 
17.280 miles per hour. 

The MOUSE, itself, as Singer 
visualizes it, is a 50-pound metal- 
lic cylinder revolving about a 
central antenna protruding at 
each end. 

‘After the last rocket dropped 
away ,the MOUSE would go 
spinning around the earth, its 
orbit gradually tightening due 
to the force of gravity. 

Within two or three weeks it 
would drop low enough into the 
earth's atmosphere to be burned 
to a cinder by speed and fric- 
tion.

WASHINGTON, July 30 (AP) 
—The Government’s plans to 
send satellites hurtling around 
‘the earth raised this legal ques-

| Will this country have to get 
permission from all foreign 
countries over which the space- 
borne basketballs will fly? 
.Russia, for example, gets angry 
if an American plane comes 
near its borders.

The earth satellites will fly a 
lot higher than any plane—200 
or 300 miles up. 

International law experts at

All appeals not actually heard 
by the board were automatically 
denied. A total of 171 appeals 
was filed just before today’s 
deadline. 

Brown Shoe Co. Action. 

One was by Brown Shoe Ca, 
which persuaded the board to 
reduce the assessment of its 
Clayton land from $215,140 to 
$162,430 yesterday. Today the 
company acted to obtain a still 
lower assesmsent from the tax 
commission. 

The $162,430 figure still rep- 
resents more than 30 per cent 
of the market value of the prop- 
erty, the company said. The 
board, in raising assessments of 
land in Clayton’s commercial 
district, sought to make assessed 
values 30 per cent of market 
value, in line with a recent or- 
der of the State Tax Commis- 
sion. 

In order to attain this end, 
the State Tax Commission or- 
dered assessments on-all urban 
real estate in the county in- 
creased by 60 per cent and all 
rural property by 85 per cent. 

This order is being carried 
out by County Clerk Leo 
Sievers in the form of a blanket 
increase on all land not ¢overed 
by the equalization board’s or- 
der affecting the Clayton com- 
mercial property. 

Not an Appeal Action. 

In reducing Brown Shoe Co.’s 

assessment yesterday, the board 


said its action was not under an 


appeal froin its order increasing 
assessments on Clayton real es- 
tate zoned for commercial use.

Riverview Gardens’ new school 
tax rate is $2.70, calculated to 
produce $1,036,504 under the 
new valuation of $38,389,044.

$1,072,224 in school revenue. 

The new school tax rate for 
the Pattonville district is $2.75, 
compared with the previous 
$3.95.

Young, president of American 
Zinc, Lead & Smelting Co. of 
St. Louis, was a dollar-a-year 
deputy administrator of the now 
defunct Defense Materials Pro- 
curement Agency from 1951 to 
1953, while continuing to draw 
his regular pay from the com- 
pany. 

‘Conflict of Interest.’ 

Comptroller General Joseph 
Campbell, GAO head, asserted 
July 7 that there apparently was 
a “conflict of interest” in 
Young’s handling of some zinc 
contracts. The accounting office’s 
charges have been under study 
by the Senate-House defense 
production committee. 

Eckert said the GAO admitted 
to the joint congressional com- 
mittee Wednesday that it erred 
in contending that American 
Zine or a subsidiary had sold 
machinery to the Mid-Continent 
Mining Co., West Plains, Mo., 
after DMPA had loaned money 
to Mid-Continent. 

But he declared the charge 
that American Zinc sold 1167 
tons of zinc for cy BR 
1952 at 1% cents a pound above 
market price ‘‘still stands.” 

‘Sticking to Charge.’ 

| Eckert said a revision of the 
‘language in the original investi- 
gation report did not constitute 
a withdrawal of the charge. In 
fact, he said, GAO is “sticking 
to that charge more firmly than 
before.” 

The charge centers around a 
contract signed in October, 1951, 
under which American Zinc was 
\to sell 1167 tons of zinc to the 


Government for 15% cents a 
pound. By the time the zinc was 
delivered the following summer, 
the market price of the metal 
had dropped to 14 cents a pound. 

In its original report, the ac- 
counting office charged that the 
zinc was sold by Young’s com- 
pany at above market price. The 


language was revised so the re- 
port now contends that Ameri- 
can Zine delivered zinc at 1% 
cents a pound above the market 
price under the October con- 
tract. 

Tells of Commitments. 

In St. Louis, Young declared 
that “every pound” of zine de- 
livered to the Government by 
his company was “definitely 
committed” before he entered 
Government service in Septem- 
ber 1951. 

He said American Zinc had 
already negotiated for two Gov- 
vernment contracts in connec- 
tion with the development and 
opening up of two mines. It re- 
quired six months to a year to 
bring the mines into production, 
he added. 

Young declared Jess Larsen, 
DMPA administrator, told him 
he would handle the contracts 
“so that I wouldn’t have any- 
thing to do with it.” 

The contracts were the usual 
“floor-price” agreements, Young 
said, with the Government agree- 
ing to purchase the metal up to 
a stated tonnage if the market 
price dropped below the floor 
price before the tonnage was de- 
livered. He added that the grade 
of zinc his company delivers 
“always sells”. 1142 cents a pound 
above the market price. 

New $l-a-Year Dispute. 

Efforts to curtail the Govern- 
ment’s hiring of dollar-a-year 
business men touched off a fight 
in the House yesterday. The con- 
troversy arose as the House was 
considering a bill to extend the 
Defense Production Act for an- 
other year. 


Representative Wright Patman 
(Dem.), Texas, offered an amend-

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Taxes in the County 


Now that the County Council has shown it was 
merely indulging in a bit of empty bluff and 
bluster in threatening to resist the State Tax 
Commission's assessment order, county taxpayers 
may wish to consider where they stand and how 
they got there. 


First, the State’ Tax Commission acted not out 
of caprice but In accordance with the mandate 
of the Missouri Constitution to “equalize assess- 
ments as between counties.” Once the Commis- 
sion had determined that St. Louis county as- 
sessments were among the lowest in the state— 
they averaged only 18.12 per cent as against the 
average of 34.68 per cent in the City of St. Louis 
—it was legally and morally bound to increase 
them 

Second, assessments within St. Louis county 
presently are neither fair nor equitable; other- 
wise it would be a simple matter to raise them 
through a blanket increase. This is the responsi- 
bility in the first instance of County Assessor 
Phil G. Deuser, and in the second of the county's 
own Board of Equalization which is supposed to 
act when the assessor doesn't 

Third, Assessor Deuser knew as far back as 
last December that the state intended to order 
an increase in valuations: the rest of the county's 
officials knew about it as far back as Feb. 21. In 
all that time not one responsible official lifted a 
finger to correct the inequities that they eventu- 
ally admitted existed 

Fourth, the method of applying the increase— 
a blanket rise to each and every property owner 
which county officials admit will merely com- 
pound the existing inequities—was devised by 
the county, not the state. The state merely or- 
dered an increase in the over-all total of valua- 
tions within the county; it left to local officials 
the method of distributing that increase among 
individual taxpayers. 

Fifth, many of the existing inequities will con- 
tinue in effect for the next 30 months. That is 
the time it will take to complete the parcel-by- 
parcel reassessment that the County Council has 
ordered. The cost, $855,000, is a measure of the 
failure of the county’s past assessment practices. 

What has been gained? The state’s action Is a 
step toward equalization of assessments as be- 
tween counties, a proper end in itself. Among 
other things, this is essential to a fair sharing of 
state funds for public school purposes. 

Likewise, equalization as between St. Louis 
county and the City of St. Louis is essential to 
the proper functioning of any, metropolitan dis- 
tricts that may be brought into being to solve 
area-wide problems. The new Metropolitan St. 
Louis Sewer District now is in position to finance 
its activities through property taxes without in- 
flicting undue hardship on city property owners. 
As soon as the county has complied with the 
state's order "the District ought to consider tak- 
ing advantage of this opportunity. 

Finally, the order has prodded the 
county into a complete revaluation of all prop- 
erty. This eventually ought to bring fairness and 
equity to the assessment rolls; When that day 
arrives, some 30 months hence, more than a few 
county taxpayers might be inclined to fire off a 
cheer for the State Tax Commission. 
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How to Defend Foreign Aid 

The foreign aid appropriations bill wound up 
closer to the House figures than to those of the 
Senate, and it was the House which had cut the 
President's requests most)sharply. The final fig- 
ure is $2,703.341.750 as against # presidential 
request for $3,266,641,750. 

However, the conferees .then_ restored 
$302,000,000 of military aid by authorizing the 
expenditure of previously appropriated funds 
which had not been spent. 

This matter of unspent or unobligated funds 
has created much bafflement in Congress and 


Senator Mansfield of Montana, no enemy of the- 


principle of foreign aid, is right in calling for 
clarification. 

For example, the House Appropriations Com- 
mittee was understandably shocked by the De- 
fense Department’s action in obligating more 
than 500 million dollars of foreign aid funds on 
June 30, the last day of the 1955 fiscal year. 
This money had been made available by Con- 


gress last year on the plea that it was urgently , 


needed. ‘ 

Since the Defense Depaftment let the whole 
year go by without éarmarking the funds, there 
is a strong presumption that in fact they were 
not urgently needed in fiscal 1955. And when 
the department then leaped in to obligate half 
a billion in one day (in order to ayoid lapse of 
the funds with the end of the fiscal year), no- 
body could be blamed for concluding that the 
purpose was to use up past appropriations in a 
hurry so that the way would be cleared for seek- 
ing new appropriations. 

This kind of practice is bound to make it in- 
creasingly difficult to win congressional approval 
for a sound foreign aid program. To defend the 
program against unjust criticisms, any grounds 
for just criticism should be removed.

Disarmament and peace are much like-the hen 
and the egg. Which comes first? Must peace be 
achieved before any nation dare disarm? Or is 
peace the fruit of disarmament? 

The historical fact is that, with the exception 
of the medieval Truce of God enforced by ac- 
ceptance of authority higher than that of tem- 
poral powers, there always has been reluctance 
on the part of rival states to lay aside weapons. 
Always there have been suspicions, understand- 
able suspicions. 

Thus it is that modern states have never been 
able to achieve much more thar the London and 
Washington naval treaties and the establishment 
of the 5-5-3-1.8 ratio for between-the-wars fleets 
Some such half-step, howeyer, seems the only 
possible approach. 

Realizing this, Missouri's Senator Stuart Sym- 
ington months ago proposed his “economic dis- 
armament” plan. Senator Thomas C. Hennings 
and the two Illinois Senators, Paul H. Douglas 
and Everett M. Dirksen, joined him in sponsor- 
ing a resolution which has now been adopted by 
the Senate without objection. 

This calls for study of a graduated limit on 
the portion of its resources a nation might use 
for armaments so that more and more might be 
devoted to civilian production. It has been called 
the “butter over guns” plan. If perfected, it 
would not only cut down the size of armies, 
navies and air fleets, but would at the same 

-time tend to raise the welfare of nations, thus 
reducing the possible causes of wars in which 
their fighting forces might be employed. 

Obviously such factors as relative wealth, pro- 
ductivity, access to raw materials and markets 
would complicate the application of such a for- 


mula. Everybody knows that. In fact, when Sena- - 


tor Symington first talked about the plan many 


felt it was as impossible as it was desirable. But 
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at that time Geneva would have been dismissed 
as a conference to be held only in a dream world. 

The Geneva taik# however, were held in a 
real world. They proclaimed good wiil and good 
intentions. These must be made concrete in the 
months ahead. And in that hard work, the 
Symington formula may be helpful. As always, 
details must be worked out. But there is ad- 
vantage in the very fact that more is contem- 
plated here than just a 5-5-3-1.8 ratio of A and 
H bombs.

Argument Full of Wind and Air 

It is clear enough that Senator Eastland of 
Louisiana and Senators Johnston and Thurmond 
of South Carolina are fighting the appointment 
of Solicitor General Simon E. Sobeloff as judge 
of the Circuit Court of Appeals because he ar- 
gued the school segregation case before the Su- 
preme Court. But in apparent fear that this is 
not enough for their cause, a more “judicial” 
argument is now being used. 

Attention is being called to a speech in which 
Judge Sobeloff said, in effect, that the Supreme 
Court is a second legislature, that it not only 
administers law but also makes law. His oppon- 
ents imply that such talk advances a dangerous, 
an unconstitutional doctrine—one which should 
not be entertained by a federal judge. 

This is sheer humbug. To some extent, the 
United States has always been governed by 
judge-made law—either the common law bor- 
rowed from England or the interpretations of 
Constitution and statutes by American judges. 
Neither King, nor Congress, nor Constitution, 
written or unwritten, can anticipate in detail all 
the situations subject to litigation. Crown or leg- 
islature can only promulgate general laws. The 
judiciary must apply these, and with due respect 
for the sovereign intent, it must seek to bridge 
the gaps between the law and the realities which 
it must adjudicate. For the sake of continuity 
and so that men may know what Is expected of 
them, judges seek to do so by reference to their 
own earlier decisions. But even precedents must 
be set. 

The old books cannot reflect every aspect of a 
changing world. The law, too, must grow; and 
judges have their part in fostering this growth. 
Surely a realization of this function is anything 
but a judicial disqualification. 

Senators Eastland, Johnston and Thurmond 
had better give up their adventure in jurispru- 
dence and stick to what is really annoying them. 
After all, everybody knows.

School Board is: about to embark 
on a $16,395,000 construction and modernization 
program and it ought to be free to hire outsiders 
or maintain its Own. staff—whichever course 
promises the greatér benefits. The way for the 
Board to assure itself that minimum of freedom 
and hame rule is for it to push at the first op- 
portunity for a change in the law.

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Money Means More in the House 

Nobody should be more disturbed about the 
notion that politics is a dirty business than a 
politician. That is what Senator Hennings of Mis- 
souri told the House Elections Committee in ex- 
plaining his campaign spending bill now pending 
in the Senate. 

Nothing has contributed more to the suspicion 
of elected officials, he said, than the manner in 
which campaign funds are raised and how a can- 
didate has to look the other way if he is not to 
be forced into downright falsification. Fortunate- 
ly, Congress can help itself—if it wants to—by 
setting more realistic limits on expenditures but 
also demanding full responsibility and publicity. 

This ‘is one of those’ propositions which never 
draws any outright opposition. You either speak 
up for honest campaign funds—or keep your 
mouth shut. Sadly, there are those who have 
given their hostages to special interests or have 
persuaded their consciences to accept other 
“easy” arrangements and so have no taste for 
new and open methods. Publicity might threaten 
their tenure. So adoption of the Hennings pro- 
posals by the Senate is by no means certain. 
Even favorable committee action on these sweep- 
ing measures set a precedent. 

House members, up for election every two 
years, may be more interested. Campaign wor- 
ries and compromises are not so likely to be lost 
in the depths of their memories. There is not 
time enough to forget. They also are generally 
closer to the voters and fore likely to hear and 
feel public disrespect for public servants. So 
Representatives may be more eager than “safe” 
Senators to take at least this step toward the re- 
habilitation of the political profession.

Missouri farm organization supports food stamp proposals now 
before Congress; these would use surpluses to feed needy Ameri- 
cans; trouble with price support program is that it does not get 
surpluses consumed and stamp system would help to that end.

In the March issue of The Missouri 
Farmer the. food stamp plan as a means 
of getting farm surpluses consumed by 
needy Americans was described. The 
article mentioned that S. 627, a bill in- 
troduced by 23 Senators, including Sym- 
ington of Missouri and headed by Kerr 
of Oklahoma, might have a chance of 
passage. 

However, because this measure would 
cost money it was shunted over to the 
Senate Finance Committee, which is 
headed by Senator Byrd of Virginia. 
Byrd evidently put 
it into ‘‘deep 
freeze” at once, and 
nothing has been 
heard of it for some 
time, although Sen- 
ator Kerr told me 
in Washington early 
‘in May that he in- 
tended to push for 
a hearing. on it.

have been intro- 


duced in the House 
during the past sev- 
eral months; one of 
them by Congress- 
woman Leonor Sullivan of St. Louis. 
The House Committee on Agriculture 
has been holding hearings on this whole 
subject, and Mrs. Sullivan testified on 
her bill June 17.

Plan Used Successfully in °30s 


The subject of a food stamp plan has 
been before the Congress since about 
1943, having been kept alive by such 
legislators as Senators Aiken of Ver- 
mont and Humphrey of Minnesota. The 
plan was tried out in several cities dur- 
ing the 1930s, where it worked success- 
fully, but was ended when food became 
scarce during the war. 


The biggest flaw in our price support 
program has been that it failed to pro- 
vide a means of getting the surpluses 
consumed. Most of the proposals have 
been that the surpluses be dumped on 
foreign countries and either sold cheap 
or given outright to needy people in 
those countries. 


We have no objection to exporting our 
surpluses to countries that need and 
welcome them, but. we believe that char- 
ity should begin at home. Notwithstand- 
ing we are having unprecedented pros- 
perity (except in agriculture) there are 
thousands of Americans who are com- 
pelled by circumstances beyond their 
control to live on a diet below that re- 
quired for good health. 

As Mrs. Sullivan said: “There is no 
reason for anyone in America to go hun- 
gry,’ and she asks Congress “to outlaw 
hunger in the United States,”’ by -ap- 
proving her food stamp bill. 

Among the several food stamp bills 


that have been introduced, their differ- 
ences are mostly a matter of the details. 
Practically all of them proposed that the 
Secretary of Agriculture determine each 
year how much of a given commodity is 
surplus. Then food stamps to be used 
as currency in exchange for the surplus 
will be issued by the Federal Govern- 
ment to low-income groups, hospitals, 
penitentiaries, and local persons in 
charge of the school lunch program. 


We learn that some legislators have 
been cool to the food stamp plan be- 
cause of the cost. The latest estimate 
of the cost, which was furnished to Con- 
gress by the United States Department 
of Agriculture, is $1,400,000,000 per 
year. 


Farm-Price Parity, Better Meals 


Of course that is a lot of money. But 
it would be a cheap price to pay for 
disposing of our surplus perishable com- 
modities, thereby enabling farm prices 
to rise to about parity, and at the same 
time putting tens of thousands of worthy 
Americans in position to eat well. 


“The economic effect of the stamp 
plan’s operation would more than off- 
set the cost,” the Farmers Union re- 
cently told the House Committee on 
Agriculture. 


As a result of the plan, the Farmers 
Union estimates, “the total national in- 
come, shared by farmers, food stores, 
handlers, processors, and other busi- 
nesses linked to food (which is the na- 
tion’s biggest business) would increase 
by five to six billion dollars a year. Fed- 
eral income taxes would be increased 
about a billion a year—about half the 
cost of food subsidies. And Govern- 
ment price support operations would be 
greatly reduced.” 


Mrs. Sullivan pointed out that as of 
May 18 the approximate total cost of 
commodities held in Government in- 
ventory was $4,700,000,000. . Most of 
these costs would be eliminated. 


Problem of Perishables 


It is the judgment of the M.F.A.’s 
State Legislative Committee that a 
properly administered food stamp plan 
could get our surplus perishable prod- 
ucts consumed by Americans and that 
this would result in farmers receiving 
approximately 100 per cent of parity in 
the market place. 


The problem of wheat and cotton 
could not be solved by such a plan, al- 
though these commodities could be 
helped a lot by the issuance of stamps 
for products containing wheat flour and 
those containing cotton. But if the prob- 
lem of surplus perishables such as poul- 
try and dairy products, meat, fruit and 
vegetables could be solved we would 
certainly have taken a long step toward 
a solution to the ancient so-called “farm 
problem,” and away from the necessity 
of any American going hungry.

Marriage of a Salesman 


HEARTS AND HEADS, by Christopher 
(Little, Brown & Co., 306 pgs, $3.75.) 
After knocking about as a salesman 

in the United States, Lord Edward 
Wallingford settles down in Geneva as 
representative of an American firm. 
The settling down is pleasant; as it in- 
cludes marriage to Constance, who is 
lovely, wealthy and but 19. His lord- 
ship is a few years older and, though 
handsome, somewhat impoverished, by 
his own standards. 

Constance has been reared on the 
Mediterranean coast, specifically at 
Saint-Tropez, by her pleasant, wicked 
father and in rather Bohemian sur- 
roundings, so there is some incongruity 
in her marrying Wallingford, who now 
has an overlay of American babbittry 
on his English stuffiness. Wallingford’s 
absorption in business leads to neglect 
of connubial matters and Constance has 
an affair with Pierre, a young servant. 


Mr. Veiel brings humor and keen 

insight into his de- 
piction of the af- 
fair and also the 
idiosyncrasies of 
the Wallingfords’ 
neighbors in Ge- 
neva high society. 
There is a change 
of pace, too, in that 
when the Walling- 
fords, accompanied 
by Pierre, visit his 
lordship’s ancestral 
home in England, 
husband and lover 
have a showdown. 
This leads to some 
of the dramatic 
courtroom scenes that English writers 
always present so well. 

In this first novel'Mr. Veiel promises 
eventually to fill at least the European 
shoes of Somerset Maugham. The book 
is delightful summer reading, but by 
no means shallow. Familiar with the 
American scene, the English author 
gives a measure of his worth in cre- 
ating the Browns, an American couple 
greatly concerned over Constance’s af- 
fair because of its possible effect on a 
proposed partnership of Wallingford 
and Brown. The Browns are so re¢og- 
nizably a genuine piece of Americana 
planted in Geneva that one is nostal- 
gically fond of them—and that’s one 
for Mr. Veiel.

WASHINGTON, July 30 (UP) 
~The Administration, in a dou- 
ble - barreled anti - inflationary 
move, today abolished no-down- 
payment veterans housing loans 
and boosted required down pay- 
ments on FHA-insured homes 
by 2 per cent. 

It also cut the maximum re- 
payment period on both FHA 
and G.I. loans from 30 to 25 
years. 


Veterans Administrator Har- 
vey Higley ruled that “pending 
possible changes in economic 
conditions” and until further no- 
tice no G.I. loan will be ap- 
proved unless the veteran has 
paid in cash 2 per cent of the 
VA-appraised price of the home. 


Housing and Home Finance 
Administrator Albert M. Cole, 
announcing his agency’s action 
cdiled it “a mild and temporary 
precautionary measure which 
seeks to assure the housing mar- 
ket will not contribute inflation- 
ary megsures to the economy.” 


Higley’s action was disclosed 
fn a routine notice in the Fed- 
eral Register, official govern- 
ment publication. 

VA some'time ago acted to 
abolish the so-called no-down- 
payment loan, in which the vet- 
eran paid neither down payment 
nor closing costs. Since that 
time the veteran has been re- 
quired to pay closing.costs, but 
frequently has not been required 
to make a cash down payment 
on the house. 

Today’s action eliminates the 
no-down payment loan also, ef- 
fective with applications received 
after today. 

Higley’s notice in the Federal 
Register said the only exceptions 
would be where a veteran’s home 
had been destroyed by fire or 
other catastrophe, and he was 
buying or building a replace- 
ment. 

There is a boom in housing 
construction throughout the na- 
tion, total construction this year 
is expected to top 1,300,000 
homes. 

Cole and Federal Housing Com- 
missioner Norman P. Mason is- 
sued a joint statement that the 
housing boom is “not alarm- 
ing.” They said, however, there 
are “warning signs of inflation- 
ary possibilities.” 

The minimum down payment 
for FHA-financed homes has 
been 5 per cent of the first 
$9000 of the FHA appraised 
value of the home and 25 per 
cent of the amount exceeding 


The new down payment rate 
will be 7 per cent of the first 
$9000 of appraised value and 27 
per cent of the value in excess 
of $9000. 

The down payments do not 
include closing costs on the pur- 
chase of a house. These must be 
paid in cash at the time the 
house is bought. 

“We have been watching with 
great interest recent trends in 
housing costs,” Cole and Mason 
said in their joint statement. 
“FHA’s division of research and 
fatistics has seen indications of 
a slight but rising trend in the 
cost of housing. 

“This has not yet been re- 
flected in the prices purchasers 
must pay for homes but it is 
a pressure which will affect the 
general economic well being of 
the United States.” 

Cole. and Mason said there 
are “also indications of possible 
shortages in building materials, 
such as certain steel items, port- 
land cement and wallboard.” 


SENATE OK’S APPOINTMENT 
OVER COMMITTEE OBJECTION 


WASHINGTON, July 30 (UP) 
—The Senate last night con- 
firmed by a 43-to-41 vote the 
nomination of John A. Hall of 
San Francisco as director of lo- 
comotive inspection for the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission. 

The. Seriate Commerce Com- 
mittee had recommended against 
the appointment. Hall has held 
the job since last October, pend- 
ing confirmation. 

Commerce Committee Chair- 
man Warren G. Magnuson 
(Dem.), Washington, said Hall 
was favored by the Brotherhood 
of Locomotive Engineers, which 
supported President Eisenhower 
in 1952, but was opposed by 
other railroad unions and by 
the International Association of 
Machinists.

Tobacco and Metal Foil Mag- 
nate Succumbs to Heart 
Attack. 


RICHMOND, Va. July 30 
(AP)—Richard Samuel Reynolds 
Sr., whose ideas led to devel- 
opment of Camel cigarettes and 
the globe-entircling Reynolds 
Metals Co., died at his home 
here last night. He was 73 years 
old. 

Members of the family said 
death was caused by a heart at- 
tack. The millionaire industrial- 
ist had been in poor health since 
contracting pneumonia in Ja- 
maica last winter. 

Born Aug. 15, 1881, in Bristol, 
Tenn., Mr. Reynolds entered 
King College there at the age 
of 13 and graduated at 17. He 
then attended Columbia Univer- 
sity and the University of Vir- 
ginia before going to work for 
his uncle, R. J. Reynolds, in 
his tobacco concern in 1903. 

While employed at Winston- 
Salem, N.C., Mr. Reynolds per- 
suaded his uncle to move from 
chewing tobacco to smoking to- 
baceo by blending mild Ken- 
tucky burley with stronger Vir- 
ginia tobacco. This led to the 
Camel cigarette, and Mr. Rey- 
nolds later invented the mois- 
ture-preserving Prince Albert 
tobacco tin. 

Mr. Reynolds left the tobacco 
company in 1912 to go into 
business for himself. He joined 
with his uncle and the British- 
American Tobacco Co. after 
World War I to form the United 
States Foil Co. to roll tin and 
lead foil for cigarette packaging. 

Operations were switched to 
aluminum foil in 1926 after R. 
J. Reynolds and British-Ameri- 


later, Reynolds launched Reyn- 
olds Metals Co. with United 
States Foil as controlling stock- 
holder. The concern now is the 
second largest producer of pri- 
mary aluminum in the country 
with a rated capacity of 829,- 
000,000 pounds a year. 

Mr. Reynolds was unsuccess- 
ful in 1939 in an effort to get 
needed aluminum in the United 
States and Germany but ob- 
tained 7500 tons of the metal in 
France. When he _  couldn’t 
persuade Aluminum Co. of 
America to intrease its capacity, 
he went into the aluminum- 
producing business himself. 

At the time of his death he 
was chairman of the board of 
Reynolds Metals Co., Eskimo 
Pie Corp., Reynolds Mining 
Corp., Reynolds Production Co., 
Reynolds Research Corp., Rich- 
mond Radiator Co. and Robert- 
shaw-Fulton Controls. 

He also was president and di- 
rector of United States Foil 
Co. and Reynolds Alloys Co. 
and director of Reynolds Ja- 
maica Mines, Ltd., Reynolds 
Surinam Mining Corp. and 
United States Sanitary Manu- 
facturing Co. 

Besides his wife, the former 
Julia Louise Parham of La 
Grange, Tenn., he is survived 
by four sons, all officers of 
Reynolds Metals—R. S. Reyn- 
olds Jr., president, and J. Louis 
Reynolds, vice president in 
charge of operations, both of 
Richmond, and W. G. Reynolds, 
vice president in charge of 
parts, and David P. Reynolds, 
vice president in charge of sales, 
both of Louisville. 

Funeral services will be held 
here at 11 a.m. Monday at Sec- 
ond Presbyterian Church, of 
which he was an elder.

physician, the player is definite- 
ly unable to perform services 
and that such disability is di- 
rectly traceable to injuries in- 
curred in the line of duty and 
during the term of employment 
by the club.”

Your Food Problems 


Cookies Good Enough to Lock Up 


OME-MADE cookies are a 
H treat at any season of the 

year. We like to have them 
on hand in the summer to serve 
when friends drop in, whether it 
is afternoon or evening. 

We will probably choose a cool 
day when we will not mind hav- 
ing the oven on for the time it 
takes to bake several dozen at a 
time. Perhaps we will bake part 
of the dough and store the re- 
mainder in the refrigerator for 
baking at another time. 

Many of us have simple, easy 


recipes for drop cookies, spiced | 


or unspiced, that are appropriate 
for the cooky jar which the 
children enjoy when they are 
allowed to help themselves be- 
tween meals. Many happy mem- 
ories of childhood are tied up 
with the old-fashioned cooky jar. 

The recipe presented today is 
not designed for the young fry, 
however, except perhaps for spe- 
cial occasions, These delicious 
little cookies m have to be 
hidden away if they are to be 
protected from raids. They may 
have to be locked up; I can re-

member climbing dangerously 
when I was a child to get those 
special cookies down from a top 
shelf. 


It is good insurance to have 
some plaifier’ cookies on hand, 
especially for the children. 


Peppermint Tea Cookies. 


Two cups sifted flour, 1 tea- 
spoon double-acting baking pow- 
der, one-half teaspoon salt, one- 
half cup butter or margarine, 
twethirds cup sugar, one egg, 
unbeaten, two tablespoons light 
cream, one-half teaspoon pepper- 
mint extract, six squares candy- 
making chocolate, three taBle- 
spoons butter. 


Sift flour once, measure, add 
baking powder and salt, and sift 
again. Cream one-half cup but- 
ter, add sugar gradually, and 
cream together until light and 
fluffy. Add egg and beat well. 
Add cream and peppérmint «ax- 
tract. Mix thoroughly. Then add 
flour, a small amount at a.time, 
blending well after each addi- 
tion. Chill several hours. 


Roll a fifth of the dough at a

time on lightly floured board. 
Cut with floured two and one- 
fourth-inch scalloped cooky cut- 
ter and place on ungreased bak- 
ing sheet. Bake in moderate 
oven (375 degrees) eight to 10 
minutes, or until edges are 
brown., Remove from baking 
sheet and cool. 

Heat chocolate over hot water 
until partly melted. Remove 
from heat, add three tablespoons 
butter, and stir until entirely 
melted. Cool until thickened. 
Spread on half of the cookies. 


Top with remaining cookies. 
Yield: three dozen double 
cookies. 

Variation. 


Garnish cookies by dropping 
about one-half teaspoon of the 
chocolate filling mixture on top 
of each double cookie and stick- 
ing sliced toasted almonds into 
the chocolate. To do this, in- 
crease chocolate to eight squares 
(one package) and butter to four 
tablespoons. Reserve about one- 
third cup of the filling for gar- 
nish. Use about one-fourth cup 
sliced almonds.

Cure for Skin Ailment. 
N the last few years, we have 
| heard much about vitamins. 
The study of vitamins has 
been confined almost entirely to 


‘human foods, but, by applying 


this knowledge to the feeding of 
dogs, very beneficial results 
have been obtained. 

Dogs, like humans, suffer 
from the lack of certain ele- 
ments in their food: Many of 
the minor canine skin ailments, 
for instance, can‘be traced Gi- 
rectly to improper feeding. 
When a dog is fed an increased 
amount of vitamin A, the skin 
trouble often disappears quickly. 

When your dog suffers from 
loss of hair or skin trouble, take 
him to a veterimarian for advice 
and proper treatment. If the 
condition is not too serious, first 
try feeding your dog less food, 
but increasing the amount of 
vegetables in his diet. 

Mix the vegetables with raw, 
lean meat. Often this is all that 
is needed and it will not be nec- 
essary to consult a veterinarian. 
If the skin trouble does not 
clear up quickly after a change 
in diet, don’t delay taking your 
pet to a veterinarian. The trou- 
ble may be traceable to some- 
thing other than _ incorrect 
feeding.

Psychic tactics (e.g., North’s one- 
spade overcall) and all sorts of 
jockeying around.. Note, how- 
ever, that there is method in 
the madness. North, knowing 
that East-West undoubtedly had 
the high-ranking spade suit, felt 
impelled to do what he could to 
discourage. adverse spade bid- 
ding. 

South made the three-diamond 
contract, for game and rubber, 
and then East and West ex- 
changed “compliments.” 

East’s argument was simple. 
He had opened the bidding very 
lightly, 
and he had made a business 
double of one spade.

own distribution. Thus, East's 
pass over three diamonds, West 
said, was indefensible—and this 
observer agrees.

ORE and more people are 
M vecoming aware of the. dan- 

gers of overweight—one of 
the biggest problems in preven- 
tive medicine today. It used to 
be that vanity or pride in one’s 
appearance was the prime rea- 
son for reducing. Today the 
factors of life and health have 
been added. Obesity is not only 
a physical impediment in itself, 
but may be a contributing fac- 
tor in heart disease, high blood 
pressure, diabetes, gall bladder 
disease, arthritis and many other 
serious illnesses. 


In almost every single case 
those extra pounds we so de- 
plore come from eating too much 
food, and the only way to get 
rid of them is by taking in few- 
er calories than are needed to 
maintain body weight. In this 
way the body will gradually 
burn some of the extra fat it 
has stored. 


Most overweight persons want 
to lose weight but too often they 
want to accomplish it quickly 
and easily. Many try radical 
diets—usually ones consisting of 
only a few foods. The get-thin- 
quick diets almost invariably 
lack important foods. ‘After a 
few days the dieter usually be- 
comes so hungry he goes back 
to his old eating habits and 
starts shopping around for en 
easier way to reduce without 
dietary restrictions. 


Many resort to pills or drugs, 
none of which can remove calo- 
ries from the food we eat and 
many are actually dangerous to 
health. The mechanically-mind- 
ed may turn to vibrators and 
other devices advertised to -re- 
duce certain portions of the 
body. Then there is exercise. 
But exercise without diet is use- 
less. You'd have to walk four 
and a half miles to work off just 
one chocolate nut sundae. 

All this trial and error is ex- 
pensive and adds up to just one 
thing—the only sure way to re- 
duce igs to change eating habits, 
This means learning the essen- 
tial foods and including them in 
your daily diet. First visit your 
doctor for advice and help. He 
will tell you how much you 
should lose give you a well- 
balanced t that will keep you 
healthy, and help you look your 
best. Then it is up to the indi- 
vidual to resist those extra calo- 
ries—that piece of pie or cake, 
rich sauces and gravies, those
